Threat of Civil War 


Threat of the civil war also is seen 


in the pronouncement of the radicals 
against elements in the, army that do 
not bow to the new regime, and decla- 
ration of forceful 
measures against 


the propertied classes.

backed up in their movement by the 
Russian tlnmocrKcy

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ELIMINATE THE FIRE TRAPS 
Tho fatalities and injuries in con- 


-iioction with the lire on Broughton av- 
enue Tuesday evening, wore only the 
natural consequence of housing condi- 
tions that should not be allowed to 
exist. Given a three story block with 
small rooms, three or four to a family, 
sometimes with only a front stairs, or 
as in this case with a dark and narrow 
back stairs, and we have all the prin- 
cipal features of the worst fire trap 
that can be found in any city. 


Unfortunately we have many such 


buildings in this city, yet our local 
building laws do not condemn them. 
Neither do our state inspectors, who 
of late, have been forcing 
improve- 


ments in the fire protection for schools. 


It seems, that in the fire referred to 


1he 
stairways 
were 
rendered 
im- 


passable by dense smoke before the 
alarm was sounded. 
Otherwise the 


department could have taken down the 
people who jumped from the windows. 
As it was, but for the quick action of 
Chief, Saunders in ringing a second | 
alarm, the fire would have spread to 
surrounding property, which is crowd- 
ed solidly together and of the cheapest 
and flimsiest character. 
\Vith a high 


•wind blowing had the fire spread. It 
\vould probably have wiped out much 
of the property in the district, which 
in some respects would 
be a 
good 


thing for the city; but a conflagra- 
tion at that time and in that parti- 
cular place would undoubtedly have 
been attended with heavy loss of life. 


Already five persons have died as a 


result of the fire, and of those burned 
or injured by jumping from windows 
one or two more may die. 


The question arises, what will be 


done about this fire? Will the inves- 
tigation by Chief Saunders 
and the 


state officials result in bringing about 
greater protection against lire in the 
crowded tenement blocks, or will it 
be confined simply to ascertaining the 
cause of the fire and, if possible, fix- 
ing the responsibility? 


"Fires are liable 
to occur 
at any 


lime in such crowded buildings and. 
as in the Broughton avenue case be- 
fore discovery, they are liable to make 
sufficient headway to cut off all es- 
cape by the stairs which became the 
well for conveying the smoke to the 
upper stories. 


The great problem (o bo solved is to 


provide some protection against fire 
for the 
occupants 
above 
the first 


fioor. 
"Will it be fire escapes or stair- 


ways on the outside of the buildings': 


The lesson of this Broughton avenue 


fire is, tli'at no man. woman or child 
is safe in any of these blocks above 
the first floor. 
On the third floor the 


chances are still worse 
than on the 


second, because the tenants may not. 
know anything of the fire until the 
smoke bursts into, 
their apartments. 


It is (hen too late t,o escape, as the 
Stairways arc the actual chimneys for 
conveying the smoke upward and are 
impassable from smoke alone, if noth- 
ing more. 


Thus Is seen the necessity of fire 


escapes. 
H is up to the municipal 


council to take up this matter and sc-e 
that the fire traps 
of the city 
be 


made safe for the occupants or else 
vacated.

All of these taxes, except the na- 


tional bank tax, are assessed and col- 
lected in the same manner. 
Each is a 


tax upon.the excess value of the stock 
of each corporation over and above 
the amount on which it is taxed local- 
ly for its real estate, machinery, mer- 
chandise, etc. This value is deter- 
mined by the tax commissioner, and 
he assesses the tax, which is collected 
bv the state treasurer. 
.In distributing the taxes, however, a 


distinctive method is provided for each 
class of corporations. 
In the case of 


each corporation, the commissioner re- 
tains • for the commonwealth a share 
of its tax proportionate to the num- 
ber of shares of stock owned outside 
of'the-commonwealth. 
All the rest is 


paid to the cities and towns. 


The tax paid by each business cor- 
poration goes to the city or town in 
•which its plant-is located, and if it 
has more than one place of business, 
the. tax is pro rated According to the 


The national bank taxes take still 


another method of distribution. 
This 


tax 
is collected by the cities and 


towns in which the banks are located, 
and the amount paid by each bank is 
distributed by the tax commissioner 
proportionately to the cities and towns 
in which the stockholders reside.

Returns From Trenches as 


Band Plays "The Camp- 
bells Are Coming" 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN 


FRANCE, Nov. 7.— (By The Associated 
Press)—Tho first 
American 
artillery 


unit to establish contact with the Ger- 
mans came back to its billets today. 
Tho men were tired and 
muddy, 
but 


still rfs enthusiastic a lot of t-oldiers 
ay ever came out of gain pits. 
The 


artillery had a longer 
stay 
at 
the 


front than the infantry and they came 
baclv, men and horses, -\vet to the bone, 
covered with mud and ready to sleep. 


Their "home-coming" was one that 


will, long be remembered in this sec- 
tion of France. It was late in the day 
when Ions lines of marching soldiers 
and straining- horses were seen round- 
ing- a small 
mountain 
many 
miles 


away. From the village toward which 
they were marching the column could 
be .seen winding around the mountain 
to the .valley upon a nearer hill and 
then down again. The rain was beat- 
ins' in their faces and a village snug- 
gling in a valley came into their view, 
as -4-hey crossed the crest of the hill. 
, 


Below them stood a group in uni- 


form. 
Above the group floated the 


American flag and a number of chil- 
dren were gathered about. 
Suddenly 


the band—for the group of uniforms 
was a 
band—started 
a 
tune 
that 


brought a smile io the face of even the 
ino.st tired iirtllleryman in the column. 
Ji was "The Campbells are 
Coming." 


Some of the artillerymen cheered and 
the bearers of the red 
battery 
pen- 


nants raised themselves in their sad- 
dles and waved the pennants. 


The entire command was immediate- 


ly drawn tip on a hillside arid a gun, 
covered with camouflage 
paint, 
was 


draTvn out in front. On the gun shield 
an artilleryman had written in chalk: 
"The ilrfi gun for the Germans." The 
colonel in command spoke to one of 
the townspeople a moment 
and 
ad- 


dressing--the men, told them the peo- 
ple of the village wished to do honor 
to the gun and itfi crew and 
to 
the 


American army. The children gathered j 
a round and placed 
a 
floral 
wreath 


over the grim barrel and a bunch of 
•wikl flowers into the empty case of the 
firvt shot fired. 
The regimental band 


then played tho American and French 
national anthems. 


That was all the ceremony, but the 


Mght of Americans 
returning 
from 


combat with the Germans cheered the 
populace of the village so that when 
the troopers 
dismounted 
many 
old 


.men and many women 
came 
up 
to 


thorn either to shake hands or to put 
their arms affectionately around 
their 


phoult'erJ:. 
There i? not much senti- 


ment in the make-up of an American 
artilleryman. His one idea is that he is 
France to fight, so it took a moment 
or two for the men to decide to accept 
the demonstration of approval. 
Even 


when this was done 
the Americans 


were more or less embarrassed 
and 


many actually blushed. 


Tonight the artillery men turned in 


ut ti o'clock.

The fatalities and Injuries in con- 


nection vitli the fire on BrouRhtoii av- 
enue Tuesday evening, woro only tile 
natural cons("iu«.>nce of housing condi- 
tions that should not ho allowed to 
exist. Given a three .story block with 
binall rooms, three or four 10 a family, 
sometimes with only a front stairs, or 
as in this case with a dark and narrow 
hack stairs, and we have all the prin- 
cipal features of the worst fire trap 
that can be found in any cily. 


Unfortunately we have many such 


buildings in this city, yet our local 
building laws do not condemn thorn. 
Neither do our state inspectors, who 
of late, have been forcing improve- 
ments in the fire protection for schools. 


!t seems that in the fire referred to 


the 
stairways 
wore 
rendered 
im- 


passable by dense smoke before the 
alarm 
was sounded. 
Otherwise the 


department could have taken down the 
people who jumped from Ihe windows. 
As it was, but for the o.uick action of 
Chief Saunders in ringing a second 
alarm, the tire would have spread to 
surrounding property, which is crowd- 
ed solidly together and of tiic cheapest 
and flimsiest character. 
With a high 


wind blowing- had the fire spread, it 
would probably have wiped out much 
of the property in the district, which 
in some respects would 
be a 
good 


thing1 for the city; but a conflagra- 
tion at. that time, ancl in that parti- 
cular place would undoubtedly have 
been attended with heavy loss of life. 


Already five persons have died as a 


result of. the fire, and of those burned 
or injured by jumping from windows 
one or two more may die.

be arrested. 


Uncertain military detachments, the 


proclamation adds, must not be per- 
mitted to leave tho front for Potro- 
grad. 
Where 
persuasion 
fails, 
the 


statement adds, force must be used 
without mercy. 
The proclamation of 
the 
military 


revolutionary committee says in part: 


"We have deposed the government of 


Kerensky, which rose against the rev- 
olution and the people. 
The change 


which resulted in the deposition of. the 
provisional government, 
was 
accom- 


plished without bloodohed. 


"Announcing this to the army at the 


front 
the 
revolutionary 
committee 


calls upon the revolutionary soldiers to 
watch closely the conduct of the men 
in command. Officers who do not join 
the 
accomplished 
revolution 
Imme- 


diately and openly must be arrested at 


of 
work- 


"ounded as he was by military power 
n the hands of his opponents. It was 
only within the last day or two that 
le refused to declare the Bolshevist 
•irtual outlaws at the request of tho 
Cossacks although asserting the gov- 
ernment was taking: all measures to 
deal with the threatened uprising. 


Kerensky's task at the head of the 


provisional government sinco Ins as- 
sumption of the premiership on July 
20 last has 
been a formidable one. 


-failed as the savior of Russia in her 
lour of need, he labored with ability 
and patience to keep tho diverse ele- 
nents comprising the revolutionary 
democracy together. Assailed from one 
side by the clamors of the extremists 
for an early poace and the adoption 
of the most radical internal policies, he 
was impelled from the other to en- 
deavor to maintain pome form of co- 
hesive government for the nation, save 
Hussia from falling into the trap laid 
for her by the German propagandists 
n their peace clamoring1 and endeavor 
to keep Russia in her place in the war 
and faithful to her obligations to her 


It appeared for a time after the 


failure of the Korniloff rebellion that 
he might succeed in 
tiding 
Russia 


over the dangerous shoals upon which 
she had drifted as the result of her 
divided councils. That he was becom- 
ing discouraged over the 


ones as enemies. 
The Petrograd council 
men's and soldiers' delegates consid- 
ers this to be the program of the new 
authority:

immediate 


democratic peace. 
"Second, 
the 
immediate 
handing 


over of largo proprietorial lands to 
the peasants. 
"Third, the transmission of all au- 


thority to the council of soldiers'and 
Workmen's delegates.

a constitutional assembly.

tachments to leave

for 


Petrograd. 
They should use

sion but where this fails they must 
oppose any such action on the part 
of these detachments by force without 
mercy." 


It has been indicated for so'me tima 


past that an attempt was to be made 
by the Maximalists in Petrograd 
to 


sc-ize control of the capital. Nov. 2 was 
the date, originally set.for an extremist 
demonstration which was expected by 
its promoters to result in the taking 
over of power by this element. A post- 
ponement, to an unannounced date was 
afterward decided upon, however. 


Tho Maximalist or 
Bolshevik! ele- 


...ent. comprises the most extreme class 
of the Russian revolutionary socialists. 
It first sprang into prominence in tho 
early days of the revolution under the 
lead'erchlp of Nikolai T.eiiine. the radi- 
cal agitator who later was put under 
the ban of the provisional government 
because of the 
ultra-radical 
preach- 


ments and his 
suspected 
pro-Ctorman 


k-anings. He is known to have been in 
retrograd for some time past, how- 
ever, but a government order for his 
arrest failed to result ill his apprehen- 
sion. Meanwhile, the Maximalists were 
under the leadership of his chief lieu- 
tenant, I.eou TrotxTxy, whose home wat- 
in the United States when the revolu- 
tion broke out. but who sailed for Rus- 
Bia shortly afterward. 
Ho was one of 


the leaders in the 1905 revolution.

PRESIDENT WILSON 


WASHINGTON. Nov. S.—President. Wilson issued last night his 


1917 
Thanksgiving .proclamation, calling upon the nation,'even in the 


midst of the sorrow and great peril of a world 
shaken by war, 
to 


thank God for blessings that are better than mere peace of mind and 
prosperity of enterprise. 


The proclamation, fixing Thursday, Nov. 29, as Thanksgiving day, 


follows: 


"THANKSGIVING. 
1917. 


"By the President of the United States of America. 


"A PROCLAMATION: It has long been the honored custom of out- 


people to turn in the fruitful autumn of the year in praise and thanks- 
giving to Almighty God for His many blessings and mercies to us as a 
nation. That custom we can follow now, even in 
the midst 
of the 


tragedy of a world shaken by war and immeasurable disaster, in the 
midst of sorrow and great peril, because even amidst the darkness that 
has gathered about us we can see the great 
blessings God has be- 


stowed upon us, blessings that are better than mere peace of mind 
and prosperity of enterprise. 


"We have been given the opportunity to serve mankind as we once 


served ourselves in the great day of our Declaration of Independence, 
by,taking up arms against a. tyranny that threatened 
to master and 


debase men everywhere and join Ing with other 
free peoples 
In 
de- 


manding for all the nations of the world what we 
then 
demanded 


and obtained for ourselves. 
In this day of the revelation of our duty 


not only to defend our own rights as a nation but to defend also the 
rights of free men throughout the world, there has been vouchsafed
